This 


bill will put. an additional burden of 
taxation on taxpayers, and particular- 
ly will it do so immediately upon 
those villages and cities which find it 
necessary to issue bonds in conse- 
quence of the damages inflicted bj* 
tbe late floods. 


The present law places a limit upon 


the net indebtedness which mav be 
incurred by any municipality of 5 per 
cent of its tax duplicate. In arriving 
at the net indebtedness "Bonds issue*? 
for the payment of obligations arising 
through emergencies caused by epi- 
demics, floods or other forces of na- 
ture" are specifically excluded, so that 
in this respect no change in the pres- 
ent law is necessary. Any municipal- 
ity suffering from floods, has full and 
complete power to issue its bonds for 


{ damages thus occasioned to any ex- 


teat -which it may deem necessary. 


Taxspenders Take Advantage. 


Taxspeaders, however, are taking 


advantage of the present situation to 
have bonds issued for certain other 
purposes excluded from the limit of 
net indebtedness which is now set by 
law. The bonds which House Bill Xo. 
SSI so excludes are those issued for 
"Public "Utility" purposes, viz: bonds 


j issued for the purpose of securing, 
j improving, equipping or extending a 
j public utility; also bonds issued 
for 


constructing a public istility. 


If this bill becomes a law. there- 


fore, bonds issued on the faith and 
credit of rh" citj for public 
purposes can be issued without limit, 
viz.. to 100 per cent or mor« of the 
tax duplicate if the authorities of any 
municipality so desire, and if buyers
